person offenses and public order offenses. 

Simple 
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Females were more likely than males to be 

detained and placed for person offenses. 

*Approximately 3% of allegations were withdrawn. 
**Approximately 16% of females’ petitions and 13% of males’ petitions were dismissed 
or withdrawn.
